Another Boy, in Spokane, Wash., Kept Alive Nearly Year 
Already With Mechanical Lung; Both Patients 
Courageous in Life Fights. 


OAKLAND Cal., Sept. 22.—(?)— 
Mechanical lungs wheezed on mono- 
tonously today, staving off death from 
infantile paralysis for one youth who 
doctors thought would die momentarily 
more than 18 months ago and keep- 
ing life in another boy for nearly a 
year. 

Raymond Rambo, 18, spent his 
564th day—a record, his physicians 
believe—in a respirator at the Ala- 
meda County hospital here. 

The other youth, 15-year-old Fred 
Betlach, was reported gaining at Spo- 
kane, Wash., in his mechanically-aided 
fight for breath, which started last 
September 24.

~NEW TECHNICAL MOVE 


Convicted Bomber’s Attor- 
neys Defeated on Every 
Hand in Hearing. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—-(4) 
Tom Mooney's attorneys, defeated on 
every legal motion they have made 
this far in his habeas corpus fight for 
vindication, laid the groundwork to- 
day for one more technical attempt 


to broaden the scope of the case. 

They utilized the week-end to as- 
semble legal material in support of 
their motion for a state supreme court 
order requiring Mooney’s presence in 
Folsom prison when and if a deposi- 
tion is taken from Warren K. Bill- 
ings. 

Complications Appear. 

Like Mooney, Billings was convicted 
of the 1926 San Francisco Prepared- 
ness Day bombing. However, the pres- 
ent hearing has no direct bearing on 
the status of the Billings case, al- 
though complications have appeared. 

One of the Mooney motions denied 
last week was that Billings be brought 
here to testify at the hearing. 

Tomorrow the Mooney staff 
into the supreme court to argue that 
Mooney at least should be permitted 
to be present when the Billings depo- 
sition is taken, 

Billings has complicated this with a 
threat to refuse to testify by deposi- 
tion. He has prepared but not yet 
filed a petition seeking to stop the 
Mooney hearing by injunction unless 
allowed to attend personally and pro- 
tect his interests. 

Spencer Testimony Delayed. 

George T. Davis, of the Mooney 
staff, announced no effort would he 
made for the. present to obtain tes- 
timony from Marshall R. Spencer, of 
Oregon City, Ore., who announced last 
Friday night he was on the roof of 
the Eilers building with Mooney, more 
than a mile from the explosion scene, 
at the time of the blast. 

At the outset of the hearing Moon- 
ey openly expressed doubt that the 
state supreme court would free him 
on the strength of the present hear- 
ing, but expressed optimisim that he 
would win finally before the United 
States supreme court on an 
projected appeal.

Bertrand Russell 
an essay on “A Free Man's Wor- 
ship’ said “Man is the preduct of 
causes which had no py evision of the 
end they were achieving, No fire, no 
heroism, no intensity of thought and 
feeling, can preserve the individual 
beyond the grave. All the labors of 
the ages, all the devotion, all the in- 
spiration, all the noon-day brightness 
of human genius, are destined to ex- 
tinction in the vast death of the solar 
system. The whole temple of man’s 
achievement must inevitably be buried 
beneath the debris of a universe in 
ruins. All these things, if not quite 
bevond dispute, are yet so nearly cer- 
fain that no philosophy which rejects 
them can hope to stand.
